HAWES AND SCHUTZ

Wrangle Follows Former’s 
Demand for ‘Copy of Nat- 
ural Gas Franchise. 




















The short and ugly word so frequently 
used by former President Roosevelt 
was almost passed between Harry B. 
Hawes, representing the Busch-Everett 
natural gas syndicate, and Councilman 
William C. Schutz in the City Hall Sat- 
urday. Hawes went to the Council 
Chamber and demanded that Schutz 
give him a copy of the model natural 
gas franchise, now in the hands of at- 
torheys for the Braden and Rodgers 
natural gas syndicates. 

Schutz refused. He replied that Hawes 


had gone before a Council Committee and 


stated that his company did not need a 
franchise to pipe satural gas to St. 
Louls, and for that reagon no copy of 
the franchise had been sent to hm. 
Hawes met the City Hall reporters in 
the office of the Secretary of the Coun- 
ell and requested them to be present 
when he made his demand upon Coun- 
cilman Schutz.‘* Approaching Schutz 
Hawes said: 

“I demand that you furnish me a copy 
of the so-called natural gas franchise 
you have given to 8S. L. Swarts and 
George V. Reynolds. 

“I understand you have been in con- 


{ference with these attorneys on frequent 


occasions. So far as I have been able 
to learn, this is.a bill that on payment 
of $50,000 will give the grantees an op- 
tion on a valuable franchise to be used 
or not used as he elects within six 
months. 

“Tam here, I say, to demand a copy 
of that bill for the information and 
Suidance of men, all St. Louisans, who 
are interested in supplying natural gas 
to this city.”

Robina Smith and Annie Carson, two 
Scotch lassies, leaders in a religious sect 
known as the “Jesus Way,” are prison- 
ers in the jail aft Jerseyville, Ti, with 
Everett Tucker, one of their converts, 
whose wife complains that his devotion 
to religion, and more especially to 
the two young ‘women, destroyed his 
affection for her. 

No distinction was made between the 


two women in the charge which Mrs. 


Tucker has placed against them and her 
husband. The additional charge of. re- 
sisting an officer is made against Tuck- 
er, who leveled a shotgun at Deputy 
Sheriff Shortal when the deputy found 
him and the women tn a-farmhouse four 
miles from Tucker’s home late Friday 
night. 

Shortal and Arthur Snell, who ac- 
companied him, drew their revolvers 
end Tucker lowered his shotgun and 
submitted to arrest. The women made 
no resistance. 

The triple arrest was made after Mrs/ 
Tucker had reported to the Sheriff what 
she saw and heard on a night visit to 
the Wiggins farm, where her husband 
and the women stayed for three days. 
She walked four miles'on a muddy road 
after dark from her home, three miles 
southeast of Jerseyville, to the Wiggins 
place, the samé distance southwest ‘of 
town. : 

Although the night was cold, she hid 
for more than an hour outside the win- 
dow, listening to the conversation with- 
ia. and peering through a narrow aper- 
ture at the side of the curtain.

That she 
does not love the man now and that 
she never did love him but allowed 
him to force her into marriage through 
fear, is part of her statement. | 


That the shooting. was purely déci- 
dental is the statement given to the po- 
lice: by Traecki, facing death at the 
City Hospital. That it was only partly 
accidental is the statement of the young 


wife.

“I knew I was shooting, all right,” 
she said, “but I did not know whether 
the revolver was. pointed: at him. Ali I 
know is that I felt his hand on my 
shoulder and I kneW my race was run.

It is probable that Gov. Hadley will 
seek the Republican nomination for the 
Senate. With Folk, Hadley and Fran- 
cis present, there was as much atten- 
tion given to politics as education. 

A plan of submitting to the voters of 
Missouri a constitutional amendment 
providing for a special tax of 3 cents 
on the $100 assessed valuation for the 
support of the university was discussed. 
It was estimated that this tax would 
produce a revenue of $450,000 a year and 
afford ample funds for maintaining the 
standard of the university. 

Tax Suggestion Approved. 

The suggestion of the tax met with 
the hearty approval of the banqueters. 
The Board of Curators has decided to 


‘prepare the amendment and have it 


submitted to the voters through the 
initiative and referendum. 

Dr. A. Ross Hill, president of the uni- 
versity, spoke of the irfadequate support 
given the institution. He said that Mis- 
souri, considering wealth and population, 
gives the poorest support to its univer- 
sity of any state in the union. 

He suggested a correspondence course 
in agriculture and literary fields, so 
that the university can reach practically 
all of the people to do them all some 
good. The work of the univerSity is 
seriously handicapped, he said, by iack 
of money. 

William T. Jones, president of the 
Alumni Association, was toastmaster. 
Former Gov. Francis spoke on the “‘Val- 
ue and Cost of the University to the 
People.’’ The other speakers were Gov. 
Hadley, F. W. Lehmann, chairman of 
the St. Louis Board of Freeholders; ex- 
Judge Sheppard Barclay, Prof. William 
G. Manley, Prof. L. BE. Young and R. E. 
Blodgett. The banquet was given Fri- 
day night. 

Minnesota Starts Folk Boom. _

ARSENIC COVERED BISCUIT 
LEFT ON DOORSTEP OF HOME 
OF TRENTON, N. J., MINISTER 


Special to the Post-Dispateh. 
TRENTON, N. J., March 5.—Accord- 


ing to the report made today by State 
Chemist Raymond B. Fitz-Randolph., 
enough arsenic was sprinkled on some 


biscuits left on the doorstep of the resi- 
dence of Rev. A. J. Voeglin of the Man- 
hattan Park Presbyterian Church, Irv- 
ington, a day or two ago to cause the 
death of four dozen persons. 

Dr. Voeglin has the bread for his 
family’s daily consumption left in a 
box on his front doorsteps in the mory- 
ing. The othe: morning he took the 
pox in himself and noticed that the bis- 
cuits were sprinkled with a white pow- 
der. Dr. Voeglin became suspicious 
and turned the biscuits over to the 
State Chemist for analysis. 

That an attempt to poison Dr. Voeg- 
lin was made there can be no doubt 
and the police are now looking for a 
man they suspect. According to the 
police this man’s wife left him some 
time ago as the result of a quarrel. 
She went to Dr. Voeglin and asked his 
advice, and he advised her to go back 
to her husband and live with him again.

Record. 
Mr. Murdock: .Now, as to the St 
Louis bridge matter, about which the 


gentleman from South Dakota asked. 
Several years ago Congress, in recogni- 
tion of the fact, that the Eads Bridge 
was the only bridge into St. Louis 
across the Mississippi River, permitted 
the payment annually by law of $50,000 
for the transmissior of the mails across 
that bridge. Since that day the situa- 
tion has changed. There is now at St. 
Louis a second bridge, the Merchants’ 
Bridge, controlled by the St. . Louls 
Terminal Association. 

The Government today is paying for 
the transmission of the mails also across 
the Merchants’ Bridge route, paying 
therefor $20,000 a year. We are contin- 
uing, however, to pay $50,000 a year for 
the transmission of the mails across 
the Eads Bridge. I understand that, 
we do not allow car pay in case of 
either bridge. 

The Committee on the Postoffice and 
Post Roads attempts in this bill to fe- 
peal the law allowing $50,000 a year for 
the transmission across the Eads Sie: | 
If that provision passes this House and 
the Senate &nd becomes a law, then a 
Government will continue t: pay for 
transmission of mail across the Mer- 
chants’ Bridge route $20,000, that amount 
being obtained by the usual methods 
of paying for the transportation of. the 
mail—that is, by multiplying the aver- 
age daily weight of mails by distance 
—and we wil] pay for the transmission 
of the maliis across the Hads 
route in the course of a year not $60,- 
000, but from $7000 to $14,000 a year, ar- 


method of. computation, which is 
multiplying the average daily weight of 
mails by distance.
